One of the earliest self-sufficient portraits of 
Christ without a narrative context was painted on the ceiling of the Cubiculum Leonis in the 
Catacomb of Commodilla dated to the forth century. This book investigates the earliest 
Christian icons. It attempts to answer the questions about devotional portraiture in the 
antique period, both Christian and non-Christian. It focuses on how artists visualize and 
construct the images and figures and how they intend the viewers look at them, respond or 
interact with those images. This book explore the depicted gaze, oriented toward the 
portrait’s viewer, and the idea that this feature was designed to create an exchange of gazes 
between the viewers and the portraits. This account would be of interest to scholars 


working in theology and art history, classical studies and religion, more.
